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DETAILED ACTION 

The following Is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/564,879 
filed on January 17, 2006. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed January 17, 2006 has been 
considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "54" has been used to designate both a power 
transmission device for a foot brake and a suction apparatus. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because currently the abstract is 
over 150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 7-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 8 and 9 are objected to because they include reference characters which 
are not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (m). 

In claim 7, line 26, between "even" and "the", -if- should be inserted. 
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In claim 8, last line, a period should be inserted. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the key switch" in line 1 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the check valve" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a vacuum apparatus", "a" should be changed to 
"said" or "the" since this limitation has been introduced in the claim (avoid assuming that 
another vacuum apparatus is being used). 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "a gear shift lever", "a" should be changed to "said" 
or "the" since this limitation has been introduced in the claim (avoid assuming that 
another gear shift lever is being used). 

Claim 7 recites the limitations "a Hydro-vac" and "a foot brake", "a" should be 
changed to "said" or "the" since this limitation has been introduced in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "a gear shift lever", "a" should be changed to "said" 
or "the" since this limitation has been introduced in the claim. 
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Claim 8 recites the limitation "a vacuum apparatus", "a" should be changed to 
"said" or "the" since this limitation has been introduced in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
